, SHB PALL IN STOCKS.

They hbave declined enough to 
cause serious trouble to some large operators 
who are carrying beavy lines of unsalabie 
stocks, and some of these gentiemen have been 
extremely active the last few days try nc in 
sume Way to smother the West Shore people.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 24.—|Spegial.|—The call 
for a.National Convention of Union veterans 
to take action concerning the question of pen- 
sion legisiation attracted representatives of 
sixteen States to Indianapolis today.

TERRIFIC GAS EXPLOSION. 


Three Women Seriously Injured at 
Montreal—Miracuious Escapes from 
Death. 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 25.—)/Special.|—An 
accident of a most extraordinary nature and 
providentially attended with no loss of life oc- 
ocurred at an early bour thia morning at the 
residence ot Joseph Hutchins, of the Montreal 
Spring and File Works. Mr. Hutchins, who 
has been ili for some days, was awakened 
about 5 o’clock by a strong smell of gas. Mrs. 
Hutchins accompanied by two servants went 
down-stairs to investigate. On reaching the 
next flat aterrific explosion occurred, caused 
by the contactof the flame of the candle 
with the gas, the whole house being com- 
pletely wrecked.

A YOUNG GIRL'S TRIALS. 


She Wanted to Marry, but Her Father 
Objected—She Is Placed in a Sanita- 
rium, but Released. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 25.—[Special.}—The writ 
of habeas corpus issued for Miss Sallie Rags- 
dale, mentioned in these dispatches a few days 
ago, was dismissed today by Judge Matthews. 
The writ was sworn out by Mra. L. A. Ragsdale 
for the release of her daughter from the Sani. 
tarilum in Oxford, this State, where she had 
been placed by ber father, as was alleged 
against the will or knowledge of the rest of the 
family. The proceedings attracted consider- 
able attention, the family being weaisthly. 
Their home is in Meridan, Miss., where 
the case was brought to a _ hearing. 
Mr. Ragsdale testified that bis daughter 


bad been guilty of improprieties, aud two rep- 
utabie physicians pronounced her a sufferer 
from nymphomania, and advised that she be 
piaced in some suitable institution for treat- 
ment. The mother on the stand denied that 
Miss Sallie nad ever acted in an unbecoming 
manner, end declared that her husband was 
paralyzea ou one sidea few years ago, inciud- 
ing balf of his brain, and since that rime be 
had seemed to have a mania for putting the 
rest of the family in lunatic asylums. She 
alleged that be arranged to bave her (the wife) 
taken to the asylum in Tuscaloosa, Ala., Dut 
she discovered his purpose and thwarted it 
by going to Hot Springs. Since that time their 
relations had not been pleasant. Judge Mat- 
thews, baving beard this connioting téstimony, 
appointed a commission of physicians to exam- 
ine Miss Sallie and report as to whether the 
charges made against ber by ber father were 
true. The physicians reported today that the 
girl was in perfect beaitn both in body and 
mind. They bad not been able to learn of any 
improper acts. She bas a lover, @ rall- 
road detective, whom she is aoxious to 
m and the mother approves the match 
but the father is opposed to it, and 
bis real purpose in sending ber to the Oxford 
Senatarium, is was said, was to prevent 
her marriage. The writ baving been dis- 
missed, the parents agreed together to send 
the girl to a boarding-sebool, and after ber ed- 
ucation i¢ finished, if she still persists in mar- 
rying, ber father promises to withdraw his ob- 
jections to the match. The girl is not yet 10 


years old. 
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THE PLENARY COUNCIL. 
Arranging the Preliminaries for Its Third 


® at Baltin B . . 
7 Nov. 9. 


The School Question, Mixed Marriages, Divoree, 
and Other Subjects for Discussion— 
Previous Meetings. 


BaLttInore, Md., Oct. 25,—-|Special,]—For 
some time past Archbishop Gibbons and his 
secretaries have been busy arranging the pre- 
liminaries for the meeting of the third Plenary 
Council which convenes. in the cathedral of 
Baltimore Nov. 9. The couneil will. sit for 
seven weeks, or porsibly may adjourn one or 
two days before Christmas. It is not likely, 
however, that daily sessions will be held ali of 
this time, unless some questions arise on 
whieh there is a strong diversity of opinion 
and cause protracted debates. The council 
il comprise thirteen Archbishops, over 
ixty. Bishops, ten mitred abbots, and 
ten monsignori, together with many stented 
prominent theologians. Most of the sessions 
of the councils will be strictly private. In con- 
nection with this important gathering of the 
distinguished prelates of the Catholic Church a 
sketch of the other Catholic councils which 
have met in this country may prove interest- 


THE FIRST COUNCIL. 
Nov. 6, 1780, Pope Pius VL founded the Bipis- 
See of Baltimore. John Carroll of Mary- 
land was the first Bishop. He was consecrated 
in the Castie of Luliworth, England, in August, 
1790, by Bishop Walmesiey. In September, 1810, 
Bishop Carroll received the paliium, the See of 
Baltimore was established, andthe Episcopacy 
of the Catholic Church in America was then’ 
firmly settled. The first‘ Plenary Council in 
Awmerioa, presided over by Archbishop Kenrick, 
metin the Baltimore cathedral May 19, 1862. 
The first assemblage of the Episcopacy in Pro- 
vinclal Council wag held in October, 18%9, Arch- 
bisbop Whitfield of Baltimore presiding. At 
the first Plenary Council six Archbishops and 
twenty-siz Bishops were present. Of the pre 
lates who attended that council but three sur- 
vive. They are Cardinai MoOloskey of New 


and J. 5. Alemany of San Francisco. They 
will no doubt attend the com council, 
THE GECOXD MEETING. 
The second Plenary Council assembled Octo- 
ber, 1866.
